Senator Backs 
Heavy Bombing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 
Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., said 
Saturday the United States must 
take the risk of Chinese and 
Russian involvement if intensi- 
fied bombing of North Vietnam 
promises to end the war more 
quickly. 


Case, a member of the Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
said he thinks President John- 
son has decided to intensify the 
bombing of military targets in 
an effort to end the war sooner. 


He said he has "very great 
concern about this risky busi- 
ness" because no one knows 
what might trigger Lhe Chinese 
or Russians to enter the con- 
flict. 


But he added: "I have not felt 
that the risk should not be taken 
to the extent that the bombing is 
important in reducing the sup- 
ply of materials and men into 
the South. 


"My own judgment is that if 
we are going to have a war, we 
have to do everything 
that's 
reasonable to support our forces 
and if the supply of materials 
and men into South Vietnam 
from North Vietnam...is being

Case said the "great failure" 
of the Johnson administration 
has been an unsuccessful effort 
to get the South 
Vietnamese 
government to make social re- 
forms that would give it wider 
support among the people. 


His reference to possible in- 
creased aid to North Vietnam 
appeared to carry the implica- 
tion that the escalation might 
reach dangerous proportions un- 
less quick action is taken to end 
the fighting. 


Thant noted that the reported 
military 
agreements 
between 
¡Hanoi and its allies were uncon- 
firmed but he said there were 
definite indications that North 
1 Vietnam is receiving increasing 
aid, 
both

tries. He declined to say which

The main point stressed by 
the secretary-general was that 
the end of the bombing must be 
the first step toward peace. He 
said he did not feel any new in- 
itiatives on his part would be of 
any use until this happens, but 
he said he was ready to resume 
his efforts if conditions change.

statements 
by 
North 
Vietnamese 
officials 
indicated 
any softening of their position. 
He said he was convinced Hanoi 
would not agree in advance to 
match any U.S. moves, such as 
a bombing halt, but that they 
would be ready to talk if the 
bombing stops. 


"If Hanoi is asked to do some- 
thing as the price for an un- 
conditional halt to the bombing, 
Hanoi will not pay the price," 
he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
officials have heard reports that 
Egyptian President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser, speaking to other 
Arab leaders, recently retracted 
his 
charge 
that 
the 
United 
States and Britain had joined 
with Israel in its war with the 
Arab states in June. 


The reports have been circu- 
lating 
among Arab diplomats 
and officials in capitals in the 
Middle 
East, 
and 
have 
also 
reached 
Arab 
diplomats 
in 
Washington. 


The New York Times said 
Saturday in a Washington dis- 
patch by Hedrick Smith that 
Nasser 
had 
told other 
Arab 
leaders 
he knew 
the 
United 
States had not taken a military 
part in the Arab-Israeli conflict 
in June. He reportedly took the 
same 
position on his 
earlier 
charge that British combat air- 
craft as well as American had 
fought for Israel. 


King Hussein of Jordan has 
stated publicly that he knows of 
no U.S. or British involvement, 
but there has been no such 
public statement from Nasser. 


American authorities said pri- 
vately they do not expect any 
public retraction. 
From 
their 
point of view Nasser's reported 
effort to cancel out the charge 
made during the heat of the con- 
flict appears to be part of an ef- 
fort to ease general Arab rela- 
tions with Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. Some of the Arab 
countries have tight economic 
involvement, particularly those 
which are major producers of 
petroleum.

Goldwater Gives 
His Reflections 
On Policies 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - 
Bar- 
ry 
Goldwater 
says 
President 
Lyndon B. Johnson today is fol- 
lowing "almost to the letter" 
the policies in Vietnam that he 
advocated in 1964 as the Repub- 
lican candidate for president. 


Robert S. McNamara, Gold- 
water also asserts, "can't do a 
good job" as Secretary of De- 
fense because "he doesn't have 
the knowledge." 


Goldwater's 
comments 
are 
published Sunday by the Arizo- 
na 
Republic 
in an 
interview 
ranging over current questions 
and his reflections on the presi- 
dential campaign in which he 
was badly defeated by Johnson. 
The 
interview 
is 
captioned: 
"Goldwater, three years after." 


The former senator also says: 
—Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York and former Gov. Wil- 
liam W. Scranton of Pennsylva- 
nia "so cut me up" that their 
tactics cost him between six and 
eight million votes. 


—On the day of his nomina- 
tion in San Francisco, Goldwa- 
ter was shown a poll taken by 
the GOP National Committee in- 
dicating Johnson would win 80 
per cent of the total vote in the 
presidential election. 


—He might have asked Scran- 
ton to be his vice presidential 
running 
mate 
but 
for 
"that 
God-awful letter" that was sent 
to the GOP delegates at the con- 
vention under Scranton's signa- 
ture. 


—As of today, he does not be- 
lieve Johnson can be defeated in 
a presidential election, "but I 
also say there is a growing 
reaction against Johnson." 


The 
Arizona 
Republic 
pub- 
lished the interview in the form 
of question and answers. The 
highlights: 


Q. Do you feel that President 
Johnson is in any way following 
the 'Goldwater position' in Viet- 
nam? 


A. I wouldn't call it the Gold- 
water position, but it is the posi- 
tion I advocated in my cam- 
paign and he is following it al- 
most to the letter. 


When asked to specify the 
meaning of "almost to the let- 
ter," Goldwater replied:: The 
only thing he's not doing, which 
we advocated then and still ad- 
vocate, is destroying, the piles of 
supplies lining the ijbrt of »Hai- 
phong."

Moscow's hotel facilities for the 
celebrations, which will culmi- 
nate with the traditional Nov. 7 
parade through Red Square and 
speeches in the Kremlin.

It will be 
two years since a Red Square 
parade has included anything

Nixon Warns 
GOP Contenders 
About Vietnam 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
Richard 
M. Nixon Saturday warned fel- 
low contenders for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination in 
1968 not to run on a platform of 
"peace at any price" in Viet- 
nam. 


"This would be a Pyhrric vic- 
tory—the candidate might win, 
but the Republican 
president 
would soon have another war on 
his hands," Nixon said in an in- 
terview 
with 
The 
Associated 
Press. 


Nixon didn't mention him, but 
Michigan Gov. George Romney, 
one of his rivals, has said that 
during a 1965 visit to Saigon he 
was "brainwashed" to support 
administration policies on Viet- 
nam. Romney has 
questioned 
the need for the original U.S. in- 
volvement in Vietnam, has not 
suggested that the United States 
pull out now. 


Nixon appeared closer to the 
position of Gov. Ronald Reagan 
ol' California, another possible 
candidate for the nomination. 
Reagan has called for intensifi- 
cation of the war, aimed at a 
quick victory. 


Nixon, suntanned and appear- 
ing confident, sat at ease on a 
sofa in the library of his luxu- 
rious Fifth Ave. apartment as 
he analyzed what he sees as the 
political scene in '68. 


Surrounding him were souven- 
irs of nine trips to Vietnam. 


"The longer the war goes on 
there," he said, "the greater the 
pressure for peace almost re- 
gardless of price. The majority 
sentiment around the country 
now is still for a peace that does 
not set the stage for another 
war by rewarding those who 
have committed aggression. 


"On the other hand, frustra- 
tion is growing. It grows be- 
cause 
of more young people 
being called; it grows because 
people don't believe what the 
administration says about Viet- 
nam; it grows because people 
don't approve of the way the 
war is being run. 


"This frustration is growing 
and by '68 the peace sentiment 
will be very high. 


"However, 
what 
now 
must 
come into play is leadership. 


"Peace at any price would be 
a 
great 
disaster 
because 
it 
would lead to a bigger war. . . . 


"In the minds of the majority 
of Americans, the administra- 
tion has resigned itself to a long 
war, a war without end. It's noi 
using sea and air power ade- 
quately."

handsome, 
mustachioed marshal. 


Amer was generally liked in 
Egypt despite an erratic record 
as 
a politician 
and 
military 
man. 


He was born Dec. 11, 1919, in 
the upper Egyptian village of 
Astal in the Minyah district. 
Nasser is from the same part of 
the country. 


As a military leader, Amer 
handled

WASHINGTON (A P) - Sen. 
Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., said 
Saturday the United States must 
take the risk of Chinese and 
Hussian involvement if intensi­ 
fied bombing of North Vietnam 
promises to end the war more 
quickly. 


Case, a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said he thinks President John­ 
son has decided to intensify the 
bombing of military targets in 
an effort to end the war sooner. 


He said he has “ very great 
concern about this risky busi­ 
ness** because no one knows 
what might trigger the Chinese 
or Russians to enter the con­ 
flict. 


But he added: “ I have not felt 
that the risk should not be taken 
to the extent that the bombing is 
important in reducing the sup­ 
ply of materials and men into 
the South.

Strike Guns Roar . . . At What Cost 


Somebody ought to write a book 
called "The Guns of September." 


The actions — or better, the absence 
of constructive actions — in the days 
and hours preceding the United Auto 
Workers' strike against Ford Motor 
Company suggest nothing so much as 
the 
almost 
leisurely 
and 
inexorable 
build-up to World War I described in 
the best seller of a couple seasons back, 
"The Guns of August." 


Like the war-bent nations of Eu- 
rope half a century ago, both antagon- 
ists in this contest came well- prepared. 
Their ammunition — reserves of money 
and the firm resolve not to grant the 
enemy an inch of ground. 


Like the generals who marched 
their singing troops off to glory in 
1914, both union and company officials 
seemed almost impatient for the battle 
to be joined. 


"Let them strike," a high executive 
was quoted as saying after the UAW 
rejected the industry's proposals for a 
new contract. "We're ready for them." 


"They're asking for it," said a 
union 
spokesman, 
"and 
I'm 
afraid 
they're going to get it." 


This is 1967? This is how far we 
have progressed in the art and practice 
of labor-management relations? This is 


how much we have learned about re- 
sponsible economic citizenship? 


The workers want only their "fair 
share" of (he industry's earnings. The 
industry wants only what it considers 
to be reasonable profits, which 
are 
basically 
dependent 
upon 
production 
costs. 


In the end, when the casualties be- 
come too oppressive and the ammuni- 
tion runs low, both sides will grant each 
other what they want—not everything, 
but as much as they could have agreed 
upon before war was declared, if they 
had had a will to agree. 


But what will they have really 
gained? 


It is not that the strike will set off 
another inflationary spiral throughout 
the economy. That is already well under 
way, as recent wage and price boosts in 
the rubber and steel industries testify. 
And even the effects of these increases 
are paltry compared to the continuing 
and intense inflationary pressure of the 
war in Vietnam. 


But the auto strike will certainly 
do nothing to brake this familiar cycle. 


In the end, all of us will pay for the 
firing of the strike guns of September 
1967. 


Not for the war, but for the peace. 


Some Laws Are Futile 


There's something else as certain 
as death and taxes. 


Let anything of a new, unusual ex- 
traordinary or bizarre nature develop— 
be it in the form of a single occurrence, 
a transient fad or an emerging social 
condition — and some politician with 
an eye on the headlines will try to out- 
law it or somehow wrap it around with 
legislation. 


As an example, an Ohio 
state 
legislator wants to ban skydiving be- 
cause of the Lake Erie tragedy. His 
idea makes about as much sense as out- 
lawing mountain climbing or skin div- 
ing or any other sport in which some 
people unfortunately lose their lives 
every year. 


Why not a law against whatever it 
is in the human make-up that makes 


people engage in adventuresome 
or 
dangerous activities in the first place? 
Or better yet, why not a statute pro- 
hibiting accidents or unhappiness al- 
together ? 


Legislation in the interests of in- 
dividual safety or public order is one 
thing. Flaws in existing rules, regula- 
tions and standards are usually mended 
when such incidents as the mistaken 
parachute jump, the destructive riot or 
the abuse of a newly discovered drug 
bring them to light. 


But the list of things that can't be 
controlled by legal fiat is very long and 
is generally predicated on the judicial 
axiom having to do with the futility of 
legislating 
morality 
or 
suppressing 
"acts of God." 


Responsible lawmakers try not to 
appear futile.

But what will they have really 
gained ? 


It is not that the strike will set off 
another inflationary spiral throughout 
the economy. That is already well under 
way, as recent wage and price boosts in 
the rubber and steel industries testify. 
And even the effects of these increases 
are paltry compared to the continuing 
and intense inflationary pressure of the 
war in Vietnam. 


But the auto strike will certainly 
do nothing to brake this familiar cycle. 


In the end, all of us will pay for the 
firing of the strike guns of September 
1967. 


Not for the war, but for the peace. 


Some Laws Are Futile 


There’s something else as certain 
as death and taxes. 


Let anything of a new, unusual ex­ 
traordinary or bizarre nature develop— 
be it in the form of a single occurrence, 
a transient fad or an emerging social 
condition — and some politician with 
an eye on the headlines will try to out­ 
law it or somehow wrap it around with 
legislation. 


As an example, an Ohio state 
legislator wants to ban skydiving be­ 
cause of the Lake Erie tragedy. His 
idea makes about as much sense as out­ 
lawing mountain climbing or skin div­ 
ing or any other sport in which some 
people unfortunately lose their lives 
every year. 


Why not a law against whatever it 
is in the human make-up that makes 


people engage in adventuresome or 
dangerous activities in the first place ? 
Or better yet, why not a statute pro­ 
hibiting accidents or unhappiness al­ 
together? 


Legislation in the interests of in­ 
dividual safety or public order is one 
thing. Flaws in existing rules, regula­ 
tions and standards are usually mended 
when such incidents as the mistaken 
parachute jump, the destructive riot or 
the abuse of a newly discovered drug 
bring them to light. 


But the list of things that can’t be 
controlled by legal fiat is very long and 
is generally predicated on the judicial 
axiom having to do with the futility of 
legislating 
morality 
or suppressing 
“acts of God.” 


Responsible lawmakers try not to 
appear futile.

Democrats At The Crossroads

WASHINGTON (NEA)-Even 
without the burden of the Viet­ 
nam war, the Democratic party 
would be at a critical turn in 
its life as the “party of the 
majority” in this country. 


More than a few elements 
in 
the 
Democrats’ 
standard 
constituency — union labor, the 
nationality minorities, the Ne­ 
groes, the young—are becoming 
serious question marks for the 
future. 


With the exception of the 
Negroes, large numbers among 
these groups today are part of 
affluent suburbia. Nearly half 
of all union members live there, 
according to a new poll. Roughly 
half of union families have in­ 
comes 
in 
th e 
$7,500-$15,000 
brackets. 


For 34 years the Democratic 
party has been undergirding 
U.S. economic growth with so­ 
cial and other programs of ma­ 
jor benefit to these groups and 
has, with the exception of the 
Eisenhower era, been rewarded 
with their votes. 


The climax of this effort came 
in the summer of 1965 with 
the avalanche of Great Society 
programs. But even as this 
phase was ending with a flour­ 
ish, the Democrats found them­ 
selves painfully beset by a whole 
new cluster of critical difficul­ 
ties. Watts, an event of that 
very summer, was the symbol. 


So, having labored 3^ decades 
to bolster sizable segments of 
American society, the Demo­ 
crats hear no great choir of 
gratitude but, instead, an in­ 
sistent clamor for huge new 
undertakings so revolutionary in 
their sweep as to make their 
typical social programs seem 
like warm-ups. The call is for 
the remaking of central city 
urban society. 


Some n e r v o u s Democrats, 
looking toward their “old con­ 
stituency” now residing in the 
suburbs, wonder whether these 
tested allies of the past may 
resent great spending endeavors 
in behalf of impoverished Ne­ 
groes and other impatimt un­ 
derprivileged folk left behind in 
the rumbling urban cores—or 
flocking 
to 
them 
from 
the 
changing hinterland. 


The new suburbanites may 
indeed be resentful on many 
counts. The substantial Repub­ 
lican election gains of 1966 were 
suggestive. 
Conceivably, 
1968 
could be worse for the Demo­ 
crats. The John Kraft poll of 
union members records them 
as exhibiting conventional su- 
b u r b a n attitudes—intent on 
schools, 
public 
improvements 
and other local matt||>rs, angered 
over poverty^ax increases. They 


do not seem eager to help re­ 
make that part of urban society 
they have left behind. 


Their federal income taxes 
are ahready high and soon may 
go higher. The Democrats’ old 
constituents now in the suburbs, 
and many of their younger 
counterparts there, have con­ 
tributed heavily to an 87 per 
cent increase in school supi^rt 
from state and local tax sources 
just since 1960. 


Yet certain key Democrats 
are privately telling some of 
their confederates that, at this 
moment of new domestic crisis 
in America, their party cannot 
find its future as the champion 
of suburban affluence but must 
plunge willingly to the aid of 
the struggling Negroes and other

poverty-ridden Americans in the 
embattled cities. 


These key men are demanding 
a heavy and unequivocal Dem­ 
ocratic party commitment to 
this task, while still keeping 
a hopeful eye on their fabled 
allies and offering them more 
schooling money and such “way 
of life” programs as clean air 
and water, traffic relief, etc. 


If the a f f l u e n t suburban­ 
ites—who today make up per­ 
haps the crucial one-third of 
th e U . S . v o t i n g popula- 
tion—cannot be drawn into sup­ 
porting the salvage of the cen­ 
tral cities and their people, then 
at least one Democratic leader 
thinks his party’s dominance 
may soon end and a new Re­ 
publican era may be entered 
upon.

age. The word seems more at 
home in 15th-century play than 
a 20th-century 
n e w s p a p e r 
column. In the seminaries the 
argument-clinching sentence to 
a theological discussion that has 
not gained general 
agreement 
is: "Well, better a live heresy 
than a dead orthodoxy!" In a 
clay of rock 'n* roll liturgies, 
secular nuns and meat on Fri- 
days, who's 
going to 
attend, 
much less conduct, a 
heresy 
trial? 
Would you believe 
the 
Episcopal Church? 


Lately, a large controversy to 
hit the Episcopal Church is the 
furor over 
Bishop James 
A. 
Pike. 
His 
writings, 
sermons, 
public 
appearance 
interviews 
and observations, 
have 
made 
him a religious celebrity. But 
many of his critics contend that 
he has harmed the church in 
genera] and the Episcopal com- 
munion in particular with his 
casual definitions of orthodoxy 
and his constant exposure on 
television and in the press. 


His 
questioning 
of 
Biblical 
authority, challenging of ecclesi- 
astical law, radical social views 
on race relations, Vietnam and 
the New Morality have sent his 
friends into 
ecstasy 
and 
his 
enemies into convulsions. With- 
in the church, however, he has 
been short on friends and long 
on critics. 


For those who would like to 
pursue the topic ^t length, Is 
Bishop Pike Burning? I suggest 
his 
own 
book, 
"If 
This 
Be 
Heresy" (Harper and Bros.) 


He gives a blow-by-blow de- 
scription of how his mind and 
faith have 
changed 
over 
the 
years. 
He 
provides 
s o m e 
answers 
(and 
taunts) 
to 
his 
critics but sticks firmly to his 
right to choose his own beliefs. 
The Greek translation 
of 
the 
word heresy is "to take for one- 


self, to choose." 


Published by Harper and Row 
in the same breath is the "Bis- 
hop Pike Affair," by William 
Stringfellow 
and 
A n t h o n y 
Towne. The authors give not 
only a running account of this 
religious 
skirmish 
but 
also 
make some important observa- 
tions on what this controversy 
means to the life of the church. 


It is their conviction that the 
Bishop Pike affair signals an 
attempt by radical white racists 
to seize control of the Episcopal 
Church. In this instance, Bishop 
Pike represents the liberal wing 
that is targeted for control and 
extermination 
by 
the 
"Birch 
money" within the 
denomina- 
tion. 


The authors cite the incredi- 
ble 
developments 
within 
the 
Diocese 
of 
Louisiana 
(which 
they 
call 
the Louisiana 
pur- 
chase!) as well as the earlier 
uproar in. the Church of St. 
John the Divine in Houston by 
extremists. 


Any 
church 
controversy 
is 
going to bring out the best and 
worst of all concerned. In to- 
day's church when Bishop Pike 
advocates birth control, Father 
Frank Burton responds by this 
level of poetry: 
0 Bishop Pike, we'd be relieved 
And 
give 
our 
thanks 
with 
heart and soul, 
If on the night you were con- 
ceived, 
Your folk had known of birth 
control! 


In today's church, there is 
some clear thinking, cathedral 
politics, pompous judgment, be- 
wildered 
friends 
and 
gleeful 
clowns.

The gun came into possession 
I of Adam DeSherlia, sheriff of 
iJersey County, in late May of 
this year, some 18 months after 
lit was stolen from the Theodoro 
I store in Cr>'stal City. 


It was found by two boys 
under a tree some distance from 
,the Rice Seed Company in Jer- 
iseyville. The gun had apparently 


I been recently discarded by its 


I carrier, for it was wrapped in a 
copy of the SI. Louis Globe 
Democrat bearing a late May 
1967 date. The copy of the 
paper in which the gun was 
found wrapt^ed was also return­ 


ed to Theodoro with the wea. 
when shipped from here Wed 
nesday afternoon. 


Guns stolen during the Crys­ 
tal City burglary amounted to 
$7,000 in value, according to in­ 
voices. The weapon idientified 
by the St. Louis Police Depart­ 
ment and the Jersey County 
weapon are the only two guns 
to be recovered from a large 
number obtained by the burg­ 
lars. 


When the two boys found the 
gun last May, they took it to 
the home of one of the youths. 
Porter Whitlock of the McClusky 
vicinity. Whitlock notified Sher­ 
iff DeSherlia and turned the 
weapon over to him.

Timeliness Pays Off 
During Corn Harvest, 
Says U.l. Engineer 


Good timing of corn planting and harvesting opera­ 
tions can help prevent grain losses and often spells the 
difference between profit and loss, a University of Illinois 
agricultural engineer told agri-businessmen attending 
the Corn Quality conference at the University of Illinois. 


He especially emphasized rapid, efficient harvest­ 
ing. "Anything that interferes with harvest is likely to 
reduce profits," noted Frank W. Andrew. 


Barring severe weather, typi­ 


cal Com Belt conditions permit 
about 20 to 25 harvesting days 
from October 20 to November 
20. This means tiiat a farmer 
Rowing 400 acres of corn yield­ 
ing 120 budiels per acre should 
expect to harvest at least 2,000 
bmhels a day. 


Although ccnn is considered 
mature at 30-35 per cent mois­ 
ture, 25 per cmt moisture or 
less allows the b ^ t combining 
and shelling.

CROP REPORTS: 
FARMERS FRIEND 
OR FOE? 


Farmers Of Illinois 
Face Unusual Harvest 
Problems - Pressures 


Farmers and the grain trades are facing a real 
task and o challenge to their ingenuity, in the harvest­ 
ing, conditioning and storage of this year's huge corn 
crop, according to L. F. Stice, Extension Economist in 
Grain Marketing from the University of Illinois Coopera­ 
tive Extension Service. 


Stice, speaking at a grain marketing and outlook 
meeting for Morgan and Scott County farmers and the 
grain trade at Winchester Thursday night, pointed out 
that the 1,118 million bushel 1967 Illinois corn crop is 
one-third larger than last year's 835 million bushel crop 
and one-fifth more than the previous record 919 million 
bushel 1965 crop. The job of putting away this yeor's 
crop without having heavy losses and distressed prices is 
further complicated by the fact that the crop is later 
than normal, follows record 1967 wheat and soybean 
harvests, and is ^omes before farmers and the grain 
trade have fully geared up to handle field shelled corn. 


Last fall the grain trade, in- 
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lodging, ear drop, insects, birds, 
ro (^ ts and storms,*’ said An­ 
drew. ‘‘Every fall is different, 
but records indicate that com 
moisture content changes little 
after October 20. Early planting 
should increase the chances of 
com maturing to 25 per cent 
moisture or less by harvest 
time. 


Cooling grain to hold it for 
drying aft«r harvest pressures 
are past has merit, said An­ 
drew. 


“Freshly harvested, shelled 
com is a valuable, perishable 
product. Its storageability de­ 
pends on its moisture content 
and temperature,’* Andrew ex­ 
plained. 


**For example, 24 per cent- 
moisture sheUed corn can be 
kept at 80" F. for about four 
days before becoming unmark­ 
etable. The same grain held at 
W F. is stiU marketable or 
can be dried for storage after 
40 days.” 


Drying grain at low tempera­ 
tures isn’t fast. But since mold 
doesn’t develop rapidly at low 
temperatures, 
drying doesn’t 
have to be fast. 


Andrew cautioned Com Belt 
farmers not to use fan-forced 
air to cool ^ain unless harvest 
is delayed until about November 
1 and grain moisture tests 22 
per cent or less. Under these 
the time of death.

placed in a safety deposit box or

Occasionally, a deed is given 
to a friend with directions that 
he dve it to John or Mary 
at the owner’s death, unless 
the deed is taken back before 
then. 


Often No Protest 


Many times, the property will 
go to the person named in the 
deed simply because no one 
contests the deed’s validity. Un­ 
der property law, however, a 
deed is not effective to transfer 
real estate unless the deed is 
“‘delivered” to the grantee or 
someone acting for him. 


It must be put beyond the 
grantor’s control. If he has the 
right to take it back, there has 
been no delivery. When a deed 
of this kind is challenged, the 
court often holds it invalid. 


When a deed effective at 
death is held invalid, property 
then passes to heirs according 
to desoent laws — or if the 
decoaiod has a will, then ac- 
cording to the will's terms. In 
either case, it is probaUe that 
the property will not go to the 
persons named in the deed. 


It is possible, however, to 
make a valid transfer of real 
estate effective at death by us­ 
ing a lifetime deed. One way is 
to deliver to the grantee a d 
which conveys the remainder 


minute to cool and store each 
bushel of com. 


“Fines” A Problem 


Broken and cracked kernels 
spoil about four times as fast 
as whole kemels because these 
“fines” tend to reduce air flow 
through the grain. 


“The ‘fines’ present a real 
problem for the operator who 
wants to dry com to 12 to 13 
per cent moisture for long-term 
storage of eight months to a 
year,” Andrew explained. “It’s 
encouraging to see that some 
manufacturers of storing and 
conditioning equipment are sell­ 
ing a good screening device as 
part of their complete 
ment package.” 


Farmers hai^ been asking a 
of questions about govemment 
crop and livestock reports: Who 
makes the reports? How? Are 
they accurate? Do they help 
or hurt farmers? 


Hie 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture makes most of the 
reports that farmers are con­ 
cerned about. The USDA pre­ 
pares forecasts and estimates 
of many kinds 
including crop 
production, stoclcs on hand, the 
number of livestock on farms, 
pig crops, cattle on feed, etc. 


Farmers su^ly facts. Most of 
the information for these re­ 
ports is supplied by farmers 
and ranchers —«the men who 
^ow the crops and raise the 
livestock. Many thousands of 
farmers serve as volunteer un­ 
paid reporters for their com­ 
munities. They receive, fiU out, 
and retum questionnaires to 
state offices. Crop specialists 
from these offices also make 
careful field studies to note 
crop devetopment, soil miristore 
and other factors that atfect 
yields. Specialists also inter­ 
view fanny's, using scientific 
methods like those employed 
by public opinion polls. 


The crop and livestock re­ 
ports issued by the USDA are 
about as accurate as the in­ 
formation supplied by farmers. 
Most reporting farmers turn in 
good reports. A few try to gum 
up the works by cardess or 
false reporting. Most of these 
poor reports are spotted and 
thrown out by 
the 
USDA 
statisticians. 


Forecasts of com production 
are begun on July 10 and re­ 
vised each month until Decem­ 
ber. The first forecast reflects 
conditions as of July 1. Later 
estimates are adjuobd to re­ 
flect the progress of the crop 
each month. Forecasts of soy­ 
bean productton are begun on 
August 10.

This method allows the own­ 
er to use the property and take 
the income during his life. At 
death, the property goes to the 
remainder-man by virtue of the 
deed and without the necessity 
of probate. The same result can 
be achieved with a nroperly 
drafted trust. 


Can Use Escrow 
Another way is to use an 
escrow arrangement whereby a 
warranty deed is placed in the 
hands of a non-interested party 
with written directions covering 
disposition. If the deed cannot 
be recalled, it is considered a 
present transfer with possession 
retained by the owner for life. 


The proper use of these in- 
straments and directions re- 
quhres a thorough knowledge of 
Illinois property law. Also, it is 
not always wise to avoid prob­ 
ate. 


Therefore, none of these de­ 
vices should be used without an 
attorney’s advice.

eluding county grain dealers, 
processors and exporters took 
heavy losses from spoilage in 
trying to store and or ship high 
moisture com. This year they 
wiU be 
reluctant to accept 
more wet corn from farmers 
than can be handled safely. And 
although many grain firms have 
increased their drying and stor­ 
age capacity, few are prepared 
to condition and store a crop of 
this size. 


Market Reflects Pressure 


Stice pointed out that in sev 
eral ways market prices f o r 
c<nrn and charges for condition­ 
ing and storage are already re­ 
flecting heavy pressure on mar- 
iceting facilities. For example, 
bids for No. 2 com delivered 
to elevators in January are 6 to 
12 cents a bushel higher than 
for harvest delivery. In effect, 
this is a payment for storage 
and conditioning rather than a 
forecast of higher corn prices. 
The urgent demand for storage 
space is also reflected in a 
to 6 cents wider difference than 
a year ago between the price 
of No. 2 com and the price of 
Chicago futures. 


Com moisture discounts also 
reflect higher market charges 
for conditioning com than in 
1966. That is, with the same dis­ 
count scale, the returns f o r 
drying $1.00 corn are greater 
than for drying $1.30 corn. For 
example 23.5 percent moisture 
com is discounted 24 cents 
bushel on the Vk cent scale; 
that is IMt cents for each ^ per 
cent of moisture over 15.5 per­ 
cent. As this com is dried to 
15.5 percent, it will dirink at 
least 10 percent. At $1.30 cents 
a bushel the market value of 
this shrink is 13 cents a bushel 
and at $L00 a bushel it is IQ 
cents. Since the market’s pay 
ment for drying this com is the 
difference between the discount 
of 24 cents and the value of the 
shrink, the returns for drying 
$1.00 com is 14 cents a bushel 
(24.0 • 10.0) compared with 11 
cents fw $1.30 cent corn. 


Joly Bid Up 
At this week’s bids of about 
$1.00 for No. 2 com, harvest 
delivery on the 1% discount 
scale and $1.26% for Chicago 
July futures, the market is bid­ 
ding someone 30 to 35 cents a 
b u i^ l 
for 
conditioning 
and 
storing corn until next July. 


To assure these returns the 
storer (rf the corn must sell an 
equal quantity of Chicago July 
futures at the $1.26 level and 
buy the contract back before 
it expires in July, 1968. 


In appraising price prospects 
for 1967 com and soybeans, 
Stice pointed out that the sur­ 
plus from 
this year’s crop 
would anchor market prices 
around USDA loan rates of $1.07 
for com and $2.50 for soybeans. 
Current prices are already at 
these levels with s t o r a g e 
charges deducted. As harvest 
gets under way prices are like­ 
ly to work still lower, and corn 
prices may become severly de- 
essed if farm marketings are 
avy. Some price recovery can 
be expected after crops find a 
home b u t whether prices go 
enough above current levels of 
$1.00 for corn and $2.50 for soy­ 
beans to pay storage costs is 
debatoble. The break even mar- 
ket4oan lodeemption price next 
spring will be about' $1.12 for 
com and $2.65 for soybeans.

5. Encourage Farm Bureau

Farmers, Grain Trade 
Face Billion Bushel 
Illinois Corn Crop 


"W e are on the brink of the largest corn harvest 
history/' Ralph Klopfenstein, Continental Groin Co., Cf" 
cago, told nearly 350 persons attending the Universi 
of Illinois Corn Quality conference last week. 


Leading the program of corn industry speakers, f 
said there would be 0 corn harvest this fall totaling 4 
billion bushels. Of that, more than one billion wou 
come from Illinois farms alone. 


Klopfenstein 
was 
a 
panel 
member discussing “Where We 
Are in Com Harvesting, Condi­ 
tioning and Storage.” The corn 
conference, attended by persons 
representing all segments of the 
com industry — from farmer to 
food processor — was co-spon­ 
sored by the Chicago Board of 
Trade and the U. of 1. Coopera­ 
tive Extension Service. 


Field-shelling has clearly be­ 
come one of the dominant corn 
harvesting methods in the Com 
Belt, Klopfenstein saki, and 
soon it will be the dominant 
way. 


Storage Troubles Meant 
Increased production and the 
swing to field-shelling has creat­ 
ed a demand for commercial 
custom grain drying and stor­ 
age which has developed into 
an entire new industi*y at the 
country elevator level, he told 
the industi7 representatives. 


James Gill, Wyoming, III., 
farmer and other panel mem­ 
ber, predicted famiW-s i z e d 
grain farms will someday aver­ 
age 1,000 acres or more with 
com yields consistently topping 
the 200-bushel mark. 


“If landlords prefer not to 
b u i l d storage facilities on 
farms, com producers will have 
no choice but to store their 
grain at elevators in town,” he 
said. “The grain trade must be 
ready to store one4ialf to three- 
quarto’s of the crq>.” 


Owner of 400 acres in Stark 
County, Gill said the corn in­ 
dustry must consider paying a 
premium for the hign-quaiity 
com produced by these large 
farms. 


Should Pay For Quality 
“Farmers just don’t have the 
{

Find Soybean 
Oil Adaptable 
For Nylon 9 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment researchers hold out 
favorable prospects for using 
soybean oil as the principal raw 
material in producing commer­ 
cial nylon 9, a type used in sev­ 
eral manufacturing industries. 


Dr. John C. Cowan of Agricul­ 
tural Research Service reported 
to the American Chemical So­ 
ciety that soy nylon has prop­ 
erties not now available in do­ 
mestic nvlon 9, that it would 
cost less than the imported 
product and that the bean oil 
is available at stable prices. 


Nylon 9 is used in metal coat­ 
ings, electrical parts, maldings 
and some textile fibers and 
films. It absorbs less moisture 
and resists distortion more than 
most nylon produced commer-« 
cially in the United States, 


Cowan said studies made at 
the 
Northern 
Utilization 
Re­ 
search Laboratory, Peoria, 111., 
indicated soy nylon could be 
produced for less than 80 cents 
a pound. Imports from Europe 
now sell from $1.50 to $2 50 a 
pound.

Morgan County NFO met for 
a dinner at Hamilton’s restaur­ 
ant

Jacksonville Tuesday 
evening. Edgar Robinson, Jr., 
president, conducted the busi­ 
ness meeting. 


Ezra Wenger, grain coordina­ 
tor of this area, explained the 
establishment of a grain bank 
program. He advised members 
to store their grain at harvest 
time and to put one-half of their 
crop in the NFO grain bank 
where corn cannot be sold for 
less than $1,50 per bushel, soy­ 
beans not less than .$3.00 per 
bushel and wheat for not less 
than $2.00 per bushel. 


“Success in grain programs 
depends entirely 
on farmer.s 
holding and storing grain at 
harvest time,” he said. “By 
doing this, NFO farmers build 
volume sales, and volume sales 
command not only attention, 
but premium prices.” 


“Unfortunately, grain prices 
are still nominally “set” in the 
pit of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, where speculators and 
hedgers use a forum of babble.

JERSEYVILLE—A ?A\ calibre 
Colt detective special has been 
identified here as a companion 
weapon to one found in St. Louis 
after a resident of that city was 
killed during an explosion that 
wrecked his car on a St. Louis 
parking lot. The gun was identi- 
fied by St. Louis police as one 
that had been stolen during a 
burglary of a store operated in 
Crystal 
City. 
Missouri, 
by 
James David Theodoro in No- 


vember, 
1965. 
The 
gun, 
re- 
trieved by Jersey County author- 
ities, has been returned to its 
owner. 


The gun came into possession 
of Adam DeSherlia, sheriff of 
Jersey County, in late May of 
this year, some 18 months after 
it was stolen from the Theodoro 
store in Crystal City. 


It was found by two boys 
under a tree some distance from 
the Rice Seed Company in Jer- 
seyville. The gun had apparently 
been recently discarded by its 
carrier, for it was wrapped in a 
copy of the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat bearing a late May 
1967 date. 
The 
copy 
of 
the 
paDer in which the gun was 
found wrapped was also return- 


ed to Theodoro with the weapon 
when shipped from here Wed 
nesday afternoon. 


Guns stolen during the Crys- 
tal City burglary amounted to 
$7,000 in value, according to in- 
voices. The weapon identified 
by the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment and the Jersey 
County 
weapon are the only two guns 
to be recovered from a large 
number obtained by the burg- 
lars. 


When the two boys found the 
gun last May, they took it to 
Uie home of one of the youths, 
Porter Whitlock of the McClusky 
vicinity. Whitlock notified Sher- 
iff DeSherlia 
and turned 
the 
weapon over to him. 


The gun was, in turn, sur- 
rendered to the Illinois Bureau 
of Criminal Identification and a

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identity began. A check with the 
St. Louis Police Department re- 
vealed that it had not been the 
property of 
any 
detective

patrolman there. A similar re- 
sult was obtained when wea- 
pons of officers of the Federal

The Colt Firearms company 
was next checked, and the gun 
was identified as one sold by 
the 
company 
to 
Jim 
David 
Theodoro. 


A report on the findings of the 
Illinois 
Bureau

submitted 
August 21, 1967, by Forrest R. 
Letterly, 
assistant 
superinten- 
dent of the bureau at Spring- 
field. 


Sheriff 
DeSherlia 
then 
con- 
tacted the Crystal City store 
operator with the request that 
the latter furnish proof of own- 
ership and his license number 
as a seller of guns. 


This was received in course 
of time, and everything being 
in order, the gun was sent to

“Homemakers need to be re­ 
minded that fresh meat to be 
at its best and to be utilized 
100 per cent should be stored 
in the refrigerator immediately, 
or as soon as possible after 
purchase. 
Fresh 
meats 
o r 
cooked meats which are to be 
stored frozen should be wrapped 
c a r e f u l l y in moisture-vapor 
proof wrapping, frozen quickly 
at 0 degrees or lower and stored 
at that 
s a m e temperature. 
Leftover meats should be cooled 
quickly and stored promptly in 
the refrigerator or f r e e z e r . 
Storage time should be watched 
carefully so that all fresh or 


frozen meats are used at the 
peak of their goodness.’* 


Q — What cause» bean skins 
to break during cooking? 


A — Rapid boiling and fre­ 
quent stirring. Boil gently, stir 
very little, and don’t overcooK, 
say U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture experts.

To explain, let’s imagine one 
projector, one screen, but two 
images. , .produced by using a 
35mm mask with two apertures 


—one a 
circle, the other a' 
.square, side by side. That’s 
easy, right? By opaque mask­ 
ing, it would be possible to 
project either image, or both 
images, as desired, wouldn’t it? 


Carrying the concept one step 
further, the mask could be di­ 
vided into four segments instead 
of two. The division might add 
to the circle-square combination 
two additional shapes: a rectan­ 
gle and an oval.

Timeliness Pays Off 
During Corn Harvest, 
Says U.I. Engineer 


Good timing of corn planting and harvesting opera- 
tions can help prevent grain losses and often spells the 
difference between profit and loss, a University of Illinois 
agricultural 
engineer told agri-businessmen 
attending 
the Corn Quality conference at the University of Illinois. 


He especially emphasized rapid, efficient harvest- 
ing. "Anything that interferes with harvest is likely to 
reduce profits," noted Frank W . Andrew. 
Barring severe weather, typi 


cal Corn Belt conditions permit 
about 20 to 25 harvesting days 
from October 20 to November 
20. This means that a farmer 
growing 400 acres of corn yield- 
ing 120 bushels per acre should 
expect to harvest at least 2,000 
bushels a day. 


Although corn is considered 
mature at 30-35 per cent mois- 
ture, 25 per cent moisture or 
less allows the best combining 
and shelling.

execute a warranty deed dur- 
ing his life with the intent to 
transfer his real estate as of 
the time of death. 


The deed or deeds might be 
placed in a safety deposit box or

Occasionally, a deed is given 
to a friend with directions that 
he give it to John or Mary

Often No Protest 
Many times, the property will 
go to the person named in the

contests the deed's validity. Un- 
der property law, however, a 
deed is not effective to transfer 
real estate unless the deed is 
"delivered" to the grantee or 
someone acting for him.

If he has the 
right to take it back, there has 
been no delivery. When a deed 
of this kind is challenged, the 
court often holds it invalid. 


When a deed 
effective 
at 
death is held invalid, property 
then passes to heirs according 
to descent laws — or if the 
deceased has a will, then ac- 
cording to the will's terms. In 
either case, it is probable that 
the property will not go to the 
persons named in the deed. 


It is possible, however, 
to 
make a valid transfer of real 
estate effective at death by us- 
ing a lifetime deed. One way is 
to deliver to the grantee a deed 
which conveys the remainder

lodging, ear drop, insects, birds, 
rodents and storms," said An- 
drew. "Every fall is different, 
but records indicate that corn 
moisture content changes little 
after October 20. Early planting 
should increase the chances of 
corn maturing to 25 per cent 
moisture or less by 
harvest 
time. 


Cooling grain to hold it for 
drying after harvest pressures 
are past has merit, said An- 
drew. 


"Freshly 
harvested, 
shelled 
corn is a valuable, perishable 
product. Its storageability de- 
pends on its moisture content 
and temperature," Andrew ex 
plained. 


"For example, 24 per cent- 
moisture shelled corn can be 
kept at 80° F. for about four 
days before becoming unmark- 
etable. The same grain held at 
40° F. is still marketable or 
can be dried for storage after 
40 days." 


Drying grain at low tempera- 
tures isn't fast. But since mold 
doesn't develop rapidly at low 
temperatures, 
drying 
doesn't 
have to be fast. 


Andrew cautioned Corn Belt 
farmers not to use fan-forced 
air to cool grain unless harvest 
is delayed until about November 
1 and grain moisture tests 22 
per cent or less. Under these 
conditions it takes at least one- 
half of a cubic foot of air per 
minute to cool and store each 
bushel of corn. 


"Fines" A Problem 


Broken and cracked kernels 
spoil about four times as fast 
as whole kernels because these 
"fines" tend to reduce air flow 
through the grain. 


"The 'fines' present a real 
problem for the operator who 
wants to dry corn to 12 to 13 
per cent moisture for long-term 
storage of eight months to a 
year," Andrew explained. "It's 
encouraging to see that some 
manufacturers of storing and 
conditioning equipment are sell- 
ing a good screening device as 
part of their complete equip- 
ment package." 


interest subject to a life estate 
in the owner. 


This method allows the own- 
er to use the property and take 
the income during his life. At 
death, the property goes to the 
remainder-man by virtue of the 
deed and without the necessity 
of probate. The same result can 
be achieved with a properly 
drafted trust. 


Can Use Escrow 


Another way is to use an 
escrow arrangement whereby a 
warranty deed is placed in the 
hands of a non-interested party 
with written directions covering 
disposition. If the deed cannot 
be recalled, it is considered a 
present transfer with possession 
retained by the owner for life. 


The proper use of these in- 
struments 
and 
directions 
re- 
quires a thorough knowledge of 
Illinois property law. Also, it is 
not always wise to avoid prob- 
ate. 


Therefore, none of these de- 
vices should be used without an 
attorney's advice.

CROP REPORTS: 
FARMERS FRIEND 
OR FOE ? 


Farmers have been asking a 
of questions about government 
crop and livestock reports: Who 
makes the reports? How? Are 
they accurate? Do they help 
or hurt farmers? 


The 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture makes most of the 
reports that farmers are con- 
cerned about. The USDA pre- 
pares forecasts and estimates 
of many kinds — including crop 
production, stocks on hand, the 
number of livestock on farms, 
pig crops, cattle on feed, etc. 


Farmers supply facts. Most of 
the information for these re- 
ports is supplied by farmers 
and ranchers —¡.the men who 
grow the crops and raise the 
livestock. 
Many 
thousands of 
farmers serve as volunteer un- 
paid reporters for their com- 
munities. They receive, fill out, 
and return 
questionnaires 
to 
state offices. Crop specialists 
from these offices also make 
careful field studies 
to note 
crop development, soil moisture 
and other factors that affect 
yields. 
Specialists also 
inter- 
view farmers, using scientific 
methods like those 
employed 
by public opinion polls. 


The crop and livestock 
re- 
ports issued by the USDA are 
about as accurate as the in- 
formation supplied by farmers. 
Most reporting farmers turn in 
good reports. A few try to gum 
up the works by careless or 
false reporting. Most of these 
poor reports are spotted and 
thrown 
out 
by 
the 
USDA 
statisticians. 


Forecasts of corn production 
are begun on July 10 and re- 
vised each month until Decem- 
ber. The first forecast reflects 
conditions as of July 1. Later 
estimates are adjusted to re- 
flect the progress of the crop 
each month. Forecasts of soy- 
bean production are begun on 
August 10. 


Other sources of information. 
Elevators 
and 
mills 
report 
amounts of grain on hand at the 
first of each quarter. The CCC 
reports stocks on hand each 
week. The Meat Inspection Divi- 
sion reports the number of live- 
stock 
slaughtered. 
Hatcheries 
report numbers of eggs set and 
chicks placed, etc. 


Prices 
of 
crops 
sometimes 
fall after crop reports are is- 
sued, but prices rise about as 
often as they go down. Prices 
go down 
when 
supplies 
are 
large or increasing. 
Even if 
there were no government re- 
ports, the big grain companies 
would know when wops 
are 
good or poor; they have em- 
ployees 
at 
many 
different 
places. Some travel continuous- 
ly during the growing season 
and make their own forecasts of 
crop production. 


Advertising pays. While no 
one likes to see the prices of 
his products go down, lower 
prices are usually necessary in 
order to sell larger amounts. 
Producers of soybeans, 
corn, 
and wheat are dependent upon 
buyers in many parts of the 
world. These buyers want 
to 
make 
their 
purchases 
where 
supplies are large and prices 
lowest. They have to plan their 
purchases 
several 
months 
ahead. When they see reports 
of good crops in the 
United 
States, they send more of then- 
orders here. More orders make 
for bigger exports, helping to 
prevent greater price declines. 


Most businessmen, including 
many 
farmers, 
want 
more 
(rather than less) information 
about their industry. They want 
the information to help them 
plan their purchases, produc- 
tion and sales. They know that 
they need all the information 
they can get in order to stay 
in business and make a profit.

Farmers Of Illinois 
Face Unusual Harvest 
Problems—Pressures 


Farmers and the grain trades are facing a real 
task and a challenge to their ingenuity, in the harvest- 
ing, conditioning and storage of this year's huge corn 
crop, according to L. F. Stice, Extension Economist in 
Grain Marketing from the University of Illinois Coopera- 
tive Extension Service. 


Stice, speaking at a grain marketing and outlook 
meeting for Morgan and Scott County farmers and. the 
grain trade at Winchester Thursday night, pointed out 
that the 1,118 million bushel 1967 Illinois corn crop is 
one-third larger than last year's 835 million bushel crop 
and one-fifth more than the previous record 919 million 
bushel 1965 crop. The job of putting away this year's 
crop without having heavy losses and distressed prices is 
further complicated by the fact that the crop is later 
than normal, follows record 1967 wheat and soybean 
harvests, and is .comes before farmers and the grain 
trade have fully geared up to handle field shelled corn. 


Last fall the grain trade, in- 
cluding county grain dealers, 
processors and exporters took 
heavy losses from spoilage in 
trying to store and or ship high 
moisture corn. This year they 
will 
be 
reluctant 
to 
accept 
more wet corn from farmers 
than can be handled safely. And 
although many grain firms have 
increased their drying and stor- 
age capacity, few are prepared 
to condition and store a crop of 
this size. 


Market Reflects Pressure 


Stice pointed out that in sev- 
eral ways market prices f o r 
corn and charges for condition- 
ing and storage are already re 
fleeting heavy pressure on mar- 
keting facilities. For example, 
bids for No. 2 corn delivered 
to elevators in January are 6 to 
12 cents a bushel higher than 
for harvest delivery. In effect, 
this is a payment for storage 
and conditioning rather than a 
forecast of higher corn prices 
The urgent demand for storage 
space is also reflected in a 5 
to 6 cents wider difference than 
a year ago between the price 
of No. 2 corn and the price of 
Chicago futures. 


Corn moisture discounts also 
reflect higher market charges 
for conditioning corn than in 
1966. That is, with the same dis- 
count scale, the returns 
f o r 
drying $1.00 corn are greater 
than for drying $1.30 corn. For 
example 23.5 percent moisture 
corn is discounted 24 cents a 
bushel on the IV2 cent scale; 
that is 1% cents for each % per- 
cent of moisture over 15.5 per- 
cent. As this corn is dried to 
15.5 percent, it will shrink at 
least 10 percent. At $1.30 cents 
a bushel the market value of 
this shrink is 13 cents a bushel 
and at $1.00 a bushel it is 10 
cents. Since the market's pay- 
ment for drying this corn is the 
difference between the discount 
of 24 cents and the value of the 
shrink, the returns for drying 
$1.00 corn is 14 cents a bushel 
(24.0 - 10.0) compared with 11 
cents for $1.30 cent corn. 


July Bid Up 
At this week's bids of about 
$1.00 for No. 2 corn, harvest 
delivery 
on the lVz discount 
scale and $1.26% for Chicago 
July futures, the market is bid- 
ding someone 30 to 35 cents a 
bushel 
for 
conditioning 
and 
storing corn until next July. 


To assure these returns the 
storer of the corn must sell an 
equal quantity of Chicago July 
futures at the $1.26 level and 
buy the contract back before 
it expires in July, 1968. 


In appraising price prospects 
for 1967 corn and 
soybeans, 
Stice pointed out that the sur- 
plus 
from 
this 
year's 
crop 
would 
anchor 
market 
prices 
around USDA loan rates of $1.07 
for corn and $2.50 for soybeans. 
Current prices are already at 
these 
levels 
with 
s t o r a g e 
charges deducted. As harvest 
gets under way prices are like- 
ly to work still lower, and corn 
prices may become severly de- 
pressed if farm marketings are 
heavy. Some price recovery can 
be expected after crops find a 
home b u t whether prices go 
enough above current levels of 
$1.00 for corn and $2.50 for soy- 
beans to pay storage costs is 
debatable. The break even mar- 
ket-loan redeemption price next 
spring will be about" $1.12 for 
corn and $2.65 for soybeans. 
600 Million Over Record 
The U.S. .corn crop of 4.7 bil- 
lion bushels, which is 600 mil- 
lion bushel over last year's re- 
cord crop, will exceed our ex- 
panding market demand by at 
least 400 million bushels. Thus 
the nation's 
October 
1, 
1968 
carryover stocks of corn are 
likely to be 1200 or 1300 million 
bushels. These estimates allow 
for increases over the past sea- 
son in livestock feed uses of 
corn in the U.S. and in exports 
The 1967 U.S. soybean crop 
of a billion bushel is about 70 
million bushel larger than the 
1966 production of 932 million 
bushels. 


From that crop we added 65 
million to our carry over stocks 
this September 1, even though 
market use went from 840 mil- 
lion bushels for 1965-66 to 867 
million bushels in 1966-67. Mar- 
ket use of soybeans in the cur- 
rent marketing year is expected 
to make further gains, possibly 
up to 950 to 975 million bushels. 
Even then our carryover stock 
of soybeans on September 1, 
1968 is expected to be 125 to 
150 million bushels. 


Depressing Factor

wheat,; 
Stice cited the very large crop 
of soft red Winter wheat —' 
291 million bushels and almost 
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Farm Bureau

Farm Bureau marketing com- 
mittees will work closely with 
farmers and the grain trade 
during the harvest weeks, says 
Clyde York, chairman of the 
Morgan county committee. 


"We will meet often and try 
to help hold our troubles down 
to a minimum. We have also 
accepted the recommendations 
made at the Sept. 8 emergency 
meeting held 
by the 
Illinois 
Agricultural association: 


1. Work with the University 
of Illinois Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service to inform farmers 
of the magnitude of the harvest- 
time problem, the need to store 
or keep grain off the market 
at harvest time, the problems 
and costs involved in handling 
high-moisture 
corn, 
the 
need 
for proper care in harvesting 
and handling corn and soybeans 
to preserve quality and reduce 
discounts, and to present in- 
formation on emergency storage 
programs. 


2. Meet with elevator man' 
agers and grain buyers to dis 
cuss how Farm" Bureau and the 
grain trade can work together 
to minimize the problem in the 
county. These discussions will 
involve getting information to 
farmers on moisture discounts 
and storage and drying charges; 
determining 
if 
storage 
and 
handling capacity can be made 
available in some areas in case 
facilities in 
other 
areas 
get 
overloaded 
with 
grain; 
en- 
couraging the prompt loading 
and dispatching of rail cars and 
other transportation equipment; 
anl investigating other methods 
of speeding the flow of grain 


3. Marketing committees also 
will give consideration to keep- 
ing up-to-date files on elevators' 
discount schedules and storage 
charges and the availability of 
storage space and charges for 
such space. 


4. County marketing commit- 
tees also will work with the 
IAA marketing department and 
local elevators in considering a 
postcard survey ot help deter- 
mine the amount of grain that 
farmers intend to market dur- 
ing a 60-90 day harvest period. 


5. Encourage Farm Bureau 
policy development discussions 
and recommendations aimed at 
actions 
which 
will 
improve 
farm income, recognizing the 
dramatic changes that are oc- 
curing in harvesting methods 
and 
crop 
production 
and 
marketing patterns.

farmer and other panel mem 
ber, 
predicted

grain farms will someday aver- 
age 1,000 acres or more with 
corn yields consistently topping 
the 200-bushel mark. 


"If landlords prefer not to 
b u i l d 
storage 
facilities 
on 
farms, corn producers will have 
no choice but to store their 
grain at elevators in town," he 
said.

Owner of 400 acres in Stark 
County, Gill said the corn in- 
dustry must consider paying a 
premium for the high-quality 
corn produced by these large 
farms.

"Farmers just don't have the 
price incentive to dry corn be- 
low 15.5 per cent," he related. 
"Consequently, farmers, coun- 
try elevators and terminals lose 
millions 
of dollars worth 
of 
grain through spoilage." 


Klopfenstein pointed out farm- 
ers are confused and irritated 
by the grain trade's variable 
and inconsistent discount scales 


and methods of computing grain 
shrink and drying charges. Pre- 
miums for quality corn will be- 
come as attractive as discounts 
are unattractive, he asserted. 


Gill called for better grain 
transportation facilities. 
T h e 
"rent-a-train" idea now being 
put into action by the Illinois 
Central Railroad is a step in 
the right'direction, he said.

In 1966 
the rate of increase for the na- 
tion according to U.S.D.A. was 
8%. In Illinois it was 12%. 


One explanation of the in- 
crease is that' farmers 
need 
more acres to make a profit 
and they bid up the price to 
enlarge 
their 
farms. 
2/3 
of 
farm purchases were for this 
purpose. But it does not tell the 
whole story. Most of these pur- 
chasers would not buy land if 
they did not expect it to return 
a profit. 


Land buyers also expect, with 
good reason, that land values 
will go up. Three big economic 
forces are at work to raise land 
values. They are (1) Population 
is growing while land area is 
not. (2) Our rising standard of 
living demands land for many 
purposes. 
(3) Inflation raises 
the money value of land. 


It is said that farm land is 
too high because - the average 
rate of return is less than the 
interest rate 
on farm mort- 
gages: "Farm land won't pay 
for itself at these prices." 


Why should farm land pay for 
itself when the buyer borrows 
to buy it? We don't expect to be 
able to borrow money to buy a 
bond and have the interest pay 
for the bond.

NFO Hears Plan 
For Developing 
'Grain Bank' 


Morgan County NFO met for 
a dinner at Hamilton's restaur- 
ant in Jacksonville 
Tuesday 
evening. Edgar Robinson, Jr., 
president, conducted the busi- 
ness meeting. 


Ezra Wenger, grain coordina- 
tor of this area, explained the 
establishment of a grain bank 
program. He advised members 
to store their grain at harvest 
time and to put one-half of their 
crop in the NFO grain bank 
where corn cannot be sold for 
less than $1.50 per bushel, soy- 
beans not less than S3.00 per 
bushel and wheat for not less 
than .$2.00 per bushel. 


"Success in grain 
programs 
depends 
entirely 
on 
farmers 
holding and 
storing 
grain at 
harvest time," 
he 
said. 
"By 
doing this, NFO farmers build 
volume sales, and volume sales 
command 
not 
only 
attention, 
but premium 
prices." 


"Unfortunately, grain 
prices 
are still nominally "set" in the 
pit of the 
Chicago Board of 
Trade, where speculators and 
hedgers use a forum of babble, 
shout and .hand signals to name 
the 
ever-fluctuating 
price 
on 
farm 
grain 
production. 
This 
system could evaporate tomor- 
row if farmers wanted it to 
Producers have the production 
—all they have to do is hold it 
together for a price." 


Find Soybean 
Oil Adaptable 
For Nylon 9 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov- 
ernment researchers hold 
out 
favorable prospects for using 
soybean oil as the principal raw 
material in producing commer- 
cial nylon 9, a type used in sev- 
eral manufacturing industries. 


Dr. John C. Cowan of Agricul- 
tural Research Service reported 
to the American Chemical So- 
ciety that soy nylon has prop- 
erties not now available in do- 
mestic nylon 9, that it would 
cost 
less 
than 
the 
imported 
product and that the bean oil 
is available at stable prices. 


Nylon 9 is used in metal coat- 
ings, electrical parts, maldings 
and 
some 
textile 
fibers 
and 
films. It absorbs less moisture 
and resists distortion more than 
most nylon produced commer-* 
daily in the United Stales. 


Cowan said studies made at 
the 
Northern 
Utilization 
Re- 
search Laboratory, Peoria, 111., 
indicated soy 
nylon 
could 
be 
produced for less than 80 cents 
a pound. Imports from Europe 
now sell from $1.50 to $2.50 a 
pound.

AT&T also asked toat all in­ 
vestment from investor-supplied 
funds be included in its rate 
base—the amount of Bell Sys­ 
tem property used as a base on 
which profits are figured. 


The company also asked for a 
profit range of 7% to 8% per 
cent and urged the FCC to hear 
more evidence on the highly 
technical issue of separations 
—how AT&T’s properties are di­ 
vided to determine what part is 
used for local service and what 
part for interstate service. 


l^ e commission agreed to 
have its technical experts study 
further AT&T documents on toe 
separations issue, wito a written 
report to toe commission no lat­ 
er than Nov. 15. 


Hie FCC also revoked an ear­ 
lier order and permitted AT&T 
to earn a profit on an additional 
$544 million, which is the Bell 
System’s investment in facilities 
under construction. FCC sources 
say tois wiU increase AT&T 
profit by about $12 million a 
p a r. AT&T’s total plant used in 
interstate services is valued by 
the company at more toan $8.4 
billion.

LEENAUN, Connemara, Ire- 
land (AP) — Lord Peter Martin 
Joseph Charles John ffrench is 
one of the Frenchs who spells 
his name ffrench. 


His seat, a castle in Balli- 
nasloe, County Galway, is even 
spelled Castle ffrench. 


Lord ffrench is the 7th Baron 
and 8th Baronet ffrench. 


"So far as 1 know," he ex- 
plained in an interview, "we've 
always been double-f-small. 


"Others spell it French, but I 
believe ours is the original way 
of spelling it."

"It's not snobbery," said Lord 
ffrench. "A long time ago two 
small letters meant one large 
one. At least that's the theory.

"All the time," he laughed. 
"But one gets used to it. After 
all. I've been ffrench for 42 
years." 


He thought for a moment and 
added: 
"It was hell, though, 
when I was a schoolboy. Other 
boys would come up and say, 'I 
say, ffrench, wwwwwhy dddddo 
you sssssssspell your name in 
such 
a 
b b b b b b b l o o d y 
wwwwwwway?" 


Lord ffrench is happily mar- 
ried and is the father of a son 
and two daughters—all ffrench- 
es. 


The ffrenches seem to attract 
castle—and vice versa. 


Lord ffrench's handsome sis- 
ter, born the Hon. Ellen Anna 
Maria Josephine ffrench, owns 
and lives in Kilcolgan Castle, 
Kilcolgan, County Galway. It is 
a small castle, having accom- 
modations for only six or seven 
people at any one time. 


She does NOT spell it kkilcol- 
gan Castle. 


"I don't spell it that way be- 
cause it's NOT ffrench," she 
laughed. 
"Only 
ffrench 
is 
spelled ffrench." 


She bought the castle 10 or 11 
years ago and has decorated it 
with rare charm. She rents it 
out from time to time. It's much 
in demand because the hunting 
and fishing around it are fa- 
mous. 


Of her castle, the Hon. Agnew 
said: "I let the whole castle, 
with me thrown in as 
cook- 
housekeeper."

Housewives Make Best 
Temporary Workers 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The hiring 
out of temporary workers has 
become big business in the last 
decade, 
and 
the 
ranks 
are 
largely made up of housewives. 
During the summer, 
they in- 
invade the temporary market, 
but with fall approaching, it's 
time for the woman who wants 
short-term 
work 
to 
start 
preparing. Here are some tips 
on what the temporary job mar- 
ket has to offer her. 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
House- 
wives, who have cornered 85 per 
cent of the temporary work in 
the United States, have proved 
themselves more desirable than 
single women in the field. 


That's what Richard 
Essey, 
president of the Association of 


Temporary Personnel Contrac- 
tors, says. 


"The 
organizational 
ability 
which the housewife develops in 
running a household and raising 
children 
are 
very 
practical 
qualities which enable her to 
adjust rapidly to new surround- 
ings 
and take 
new 
responsi- 
bilities in her stride. She is also 
more apt to be a neat house- 
keeper at her desk. 


"If 
more 
housewives 
knew 
this, they would have greater 
confidence in seeking their first 
temporary job," says Essey. 


"Confidence is what they pri- 
marily need. And confidence is 
often based on knowing how to 
best 
present 
themselves—and 
also on knowing a bit about the 
temporary job market of 1967." 


This year the temporary per- 
sonnel industry in the United 
States will pass the $1 billion 
mark. It has experienced a 700 
per cent increase in the last 
eight years, according to the 
! Stanford 
Research 
Institute. 
During this period 
companies 
expanded and diversified, and 
many new kinds of jobs opened. 


The housewife seeking a tem- 
porary 
job must first decide 
whether 
she 
primarily 
wants 
quick money, a glamor job or a 
job in a specific field of interest. 


If it's to be quick money, she 
must appraise her skills. Most 
personnel contractors test sten- 
ographers 
and 
typists 
before 
sending them out. Many also 
give free brush-up courses in 
typing, short-hand, and comp- 
tometer. Some offer the com- 
plete 
course 
free 
from 
the 
beginning. To decide whether or 
not this is worth her while, the 
housewife 
must 
balance 
the 
comparative pay in her area 


against the time to be spent 
training. 


If she has a special interest— 
whether it be fashion, fabrics, 
music, theater, public service- 
she might try to get a job in this 
field. First she should make a 
list of all the education 
and 
work she has done, including 
voluntary work and hobbies. 


In approaching a temporary 
personnel contractor, she should 
be specific about the field in 
which she wants to work. If he 
cannot place her, she should not 
give up, for chances are another 
placement office can. 


Often a housewife's primary 
problem is one of hours. She can 
only work afternoons or wants 
to be there when the children 
get home from school. Person- 
nel contractors can often place 
such women, because business- 
es that are growing rapidly are 
highly adaptable. 


"Appearance 
is also impor- 
tant, especially considering to- 
day's 
fashions," 
says 
Essey. 
"Brightly 
colored 
stockings, 
dresses well above the knees, 
and mod clothes may be accep- 
table once you have proved your 
efficiency. But the woman who 
dresses conservatively is likely 
to make her appearance count 
for more when it comes to job 
hunting." 


While the most common job 
categories are open to secretar- 
ies, typists, clericals, bookkeep- 
ers, receptionists, 
switchboard 
operators, key punchers, comp- 
tometrists 
and 
calculators, 
varied and special assignments 
have been increasing rapidly as 
industry expands into new ar- 
eas. 


Among 
the 
facts 
which 
a 
woman should know about tem- 
porary assignments: 


Temporary 
job 
contractors 
never charge a fee to the em- 
ploye. 


The 
only 
deductions 
they 
make are the compulsory ones, 
such as income tax, social secu- 
rity, and unemployment 
com- 
pensation. 


As a worker, the housewife is 
a direct employe of the tempo- 
rary contractor. 


She need not accept 
every 
assignment offered her.

Another new idea, shown at 
both of these conventions, is a 
"wind-blown" tape recorder. 


Anyone who has ever thread- 
ed a standard reel-to-reel tape 
recorder may recall "blowing" 
the end of a tape out from be- 
tween the reel flanges just be- 
fore placing the reel on the ma- 
chine. 


That is precisely how Bell and 
Howell got the idea for its new 
fully automatic-threading 
reel- 
to-reel projector. The trick is 
done with air jets.

Quick Cooling for Fresh Meut

Q — Please tell me the best, 
way to keep fresh meat until 
I cook it. 


A — To answer you, we quote 
Reba Staggs, home economics 
director of the National Live- 
s t o c k 
a n d 
M e a t 
Board. 
"Homemakers need to be re- 
minded that fresh meat to be 
at its best and to be utilized 
100 per cent should be stored 
in the refrigerator immediately, 
or as soon as possible after 
purchase. 
Fresh 
meats 
o r 
cooked meats which are to be 
stored frozen should be wrapped 
c a r e f u l l y in moisture-vapor 
proof wrapping, frozen quickly 
at 0 degrees or lower and stored 
at 
that 
s a m e 
temperature. 
Leftover meats should be cooled 
quickly and stored promptly in 
the refrigerator or f r e e z e r . 
Storage time should be watched 
carefully so that all fresh or 


frozen meats are used at the 
peak of their goodness." 


Q — What causes bean skins 
to break during cooking? 


A — Rapid boiling and fre- 
quent stirring. Boil gently, stir 
very little, and don't overcooK, 
say U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture experts.

To explain, let's imagine one 
projector, one screen, but two 
images. . .produced by using a 
35mm mask with two apertures 


—one a circle, the other 
a 
square, 
side by side. 
That's 
easy, right? By opaque mask- 
ing, it would be possible to 
project either image, or both 
images, as desired, wouldn't it? 


Carrying the concept one step 
further, the mask could be di- 
vided into four segments instead 
of two. The division might add 
to the circle-square combination 
two additional shapes: a rectan- 
gle and an oval. 


Then any one, any two, any 
three, or all four, of the images 
could be projected, at will.

Let's Go Birding 


White-Tailed 


Ptarmigan 


By Emma Mae Leonhard 


Birding above timberline in the 
mountains can be frustrating. 
The bleak tundra punctuated by 
dirty snow patches and piles of 
sharp slippery rocks runs out in- 
to space. Far beyond the edge 
of this tundra may tower mas- 
sive rocky peaks spotted with 
glaciers or great sheets of snow. 
Only a few species of birds can 
brave these uninviting regions, 
and only a few birds of each 
species will be located even with 
patience. 


The lone birders are therefore 
swallowed up by barren space, 
towering distance, and a limit- 
less sky above. A cold wind is 
usually 
harassing 
them, 
al- 
though the hot sun is burning 
them. They must watch their 
feet for safe hiking more care- 
fully than the rocks, snow banks, 
trickling streams, or hummocks 
where the birds may be comou- 
flaged. 


To find the ptarmigan, a small 
afctic grouse, is usually the 
dream of birders in such areas. 
We three were no different from 
others; we hoped to catch even 
a glimpse of just one such bird 
as we hiked the Logan Pass trail 
in Glacier National Park on 
August 2. 


Hope Fulfilled 


After we had ascended the 
first slope and slushed over the 
first snow patch, we had our 
hopes more than fulfilled. Not 
far from us on the left stood a 
ptarmigan on a rock — and, be- 
yond all our dreams, a White- 
tailed Ptarmigan. The bird and 
rock were one, a mass of mot- 
tled brown, with the exception 
of its white wings and tail. The 
rock formed a ledge hanging 
over a small snow patch, the 
whiteness of which joined that 
of the bird's wings and tail. 


Then, to our amazement, two 
tiny replicas of the ptarmigan 
scooted out from the shadow of 
the rock. The mother said some- 
thing under 
its breath 
and 
moved slowly toward the edge 
of the rock; the two babies fol- 
lowed obediently. They dropped 
over the ledge from our sight, 
but our excitement 
did 
not 
cease. From 
somewhere 
two 
more babies appeared and fol- 
lowed the same procedure. 


By this time the ptarmigan 
family was moving gracefully, 
silently, and slowly over the 
snow patch within our view. And 
by this time another baby had 
joined the group. More than sat- 
isfied and not wanting to worry 
the mother, we moved on up our 
trail. Satisfied and unafraid, the 
mother and her babies moved on 
into the tundra bordering the 
snowbank.

Volunteer Teachers 
When Governor Slade of Ver- 
mont learned that the children 
of Illinois pioneers had few 
teachers for their one room 
schools he asked for volunteers 
who would go to Illinois if suf- 
ficient tuition and board ar- 
rangements 
were 
guaranteed. 
The usual fee for each pupil was 
$2.25 cents for a six week term, 
if subscriptions were paid and 
the teacher willing the school 
continued. 


One of these volunteer teach- 
ers was Miss Amanda Hosford 
whose classes thrived until some 
of the parents found themselves 
unable to provide tuition costs. 


Dr. Chandler Aids 
Since wages were guaranteed 
for a year someone had to pro- 
vide these subscription dues, for 
unfortunate pupils because of 
the signed agreement. This fell 
to Dr. 
Charles Chandler of 
Chandlerville. 


The school continued 
until 
May 1848, when Exhibition Day 
songs, recitations and exercises 
closed the last terra. Then the 


teacher from Vermont adven- 
tured by steamboat far up the 
Mississippi River to a new lo- 
cation. 


A letter to her pupils in Chand- 
lerville remains clearly written 
one hundred nineteen years af- 
terward.

Long-Ago Letter 
Stillwater, June 6. 1848 


Dear Emily and Louisa, 
I have a few moments more, 
which I cheerfully devote to 
your service. Though I am far, 
far, distant from you, my in- 
terest has not in the least di- 
minished. 


How have you been since I 
left you? Are you in school? If 
not are you continuing your 
studies at home? How and where 
are 
your 
cousins,

I would delight to see you all, 
I cannot think that I shall not 
see you again. I think we could 
spend an hour very pleasantly 
together. 


Travels 


Some incidents connected with 
my travels might interest you. 
I would like to tell you about 
Galena and towns above there 
on the Mississippi river, about 
the Indian Villages, their huts, 
their manner of preserving the 
dead, their dress and personal 
appearance, but time and space 
will not now permit. I visited 
Fort Snelling previous to com- 
ing to this place. 


It is at the head of naviga- 
tion.

This is nearly a French and 
Catholic Settlement, and indeed 
nearly every town on the river 
from St. Louis up has one or 
more Catholic Churches in it.

Maiden Rock on 
Lake Pippin is 750 feet high and 
there are others still more mag- 
nificent than this.

The FCC ordered AT&T to file 
by Oct. 2 a plan to cut long dis- 
tance rates by $100 million a 
year starting Nov. 1. A further 
cut of $20 million is scheduled to 
become effective next May 1. 


AT&T, a corporate entity that 
stands atop the operating, man- 
ufacturing and research facili- 
ties of the Bell System, also 
asked the FCC to reduce from 
$120 million to $75 million the 
reduction in long distance rates 
it had ordered. AT&T said it 
sought the cut to provide $45 
million annually to cover fur- 
ther increased payments to in- 
dependent telephone companies 
which handle Bell System long 
distance calls. 


AT&T also asked that all in- 
vestment from investor-supplied 
funds be included in its rate 
base—the amount of Bell Sys- 
tem property used as a base on 
which profits are figured. 


The company also asked for a 
profit range of 7% to 8% per 
cent and urged the FCC to hear 
more evidence on the highly 
technical issue of 
separations 
how AT&T's properties are di- 
vided to determine what part is 
used for local service and what 
part for interstate service. 


The 
commission 
agreed 
to 
have its technical experts study 
further AT&T documents on the 
separations issue, with a written 
report to the commission no lat- 
er than Nov. 15. 


The FCC also revoked an ear- 
lier order and permitted AT&T 
to earn a profit on an additional 
$544 million, which is the Bell 
System's investment in facilities 
under construction. FCC sources 
say 
this will increase AT&T 
profit by about $12 million a 
year. AT&T's total plant used in 
interstate services is valued by 
the company at more than $8.4 
billion.
